SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE'S REPORT. 


ee 


Fettow Citizens: In a few days you will meet to exercise those 
rights which it is the duty as well as the privilege of every town under 
a Republican Government to exercise ; to say, through the silent, 
though potent voice of the ballot box, who shall administer your 
affairs the coming year. While you perform your duties in making 
suitable provision for the support of the poor, needy and unfortunate, 
and in making appropriations for the improvement of roads, &c., 
we ask that you may not forget the cause of Education ; that you. 
may remember the children and youth, and contribute liberally for 
their intellectual and moral culture, which alone can prepare them for 
the duties of active life. And very much do we stand in need of your 
liberality. We are suffering for the want of more new school houses, 
for it is almost impossible to have decent schools, or a decent attend- 
ance in some of the miserable, shattered, dilapidated, crazy looking 
buildings that we now occupy and boast of as school houses. Oh! 
let us loosen our purse strings and build for our darling children, that 
God has given us, to love and educate, houses that they will be com- 
fortable in, and they will ever bless us for so doing. We are every 
day building comfortable buildings for our cattle and horses, and in 
the name of humanity, why should we not give a passing thought to 
the well being of our children, and not endanger their health and 
precious lives, by the piercing blast of a cold winter’s day. And 
besides, this is not all the harm. We have six or seven very good 
school houses, including some that have been built recently. Now 
in these schools for the past winter, the improvement has been at least 
one hundred per cent higher than in the remainder of the schools 
taught in poor houses. Why is this? Simply because the scholars 
have lost all their ambition and energy, and regular attendance on 
account of the cold school houses. With these few suggestions in 
regard to good and poor school houses we will proceed. 

To the teachers we would say, you can do much to form the habits 
‘of the young. See that you direct their feet in the right way, and 
‘that the blight of immorality does not strike the tender plants in the 
spring time of their existence. The great object of education is to 
develope the whole man—his physical, moral and intellectual faculties, 
—and the teacher that does most for this is mest worthy of his hire. 
To mould the character, and to bring into vigorous action the higher 
and nobler powers of the child’s nature, in order to the accomplish- 
ment of the great purpose of his being, is truly an important task. 
-And for this, the common school has been established and is main- 
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tained. The family and school are intimately connected. Home and 
school influence should blend together. The child should be taught 
at home to love law and order; to fear God and to keep his com- 
mandments; to be obedient and truthful, affectionate and kind. 
Then will the home and school education be powerful in giving 
character to the youthful mind. We believe that he who does most 
for the common school and for the proper education of the young, 
does most to honor God and bless mankind. | 

The statistics of our prisons, show that ignorance is the parent of 
erime, and that disgrace in manhood is neglected childhood. With 
these suggestions your school committee would present his report. 


DISTRICT NO 1. 


The Summer Term was commenced by Miss Emily P. Heath of 
Bow, but at the expiration of 8 weeks she was obliged to close her 
school on account of ill health. Miss Heath is deserving of much 
-eredit for the interest that she manifested in the school at the com- 
mencement. She may become a very successful teacher. The re- 
mainder of the term of six weeks was finished by Miss Lucretia C. 
Putney of Bow. 

The Winter Term, of 11 weeks, in this district was likewise taught 
by Miss Putney. Her school was quite long, including the continua- 
tion of the summer term, and she gave very good satisfaction. There 
is no place in the town where there has been more improvement in our 
schools than ia this district. ‘The district has a very comfortable 
school house, and it is'very safe to calculate upon good schools where 
the district take interest enough to have a proper place to school their 
children in. By being a little more energetic in school, Miss Putney 
will make a most excellent teacher. This district is connected with 
a school district in Concord. Average attendance, Summer, 10 ; 


Winter, 16. 
DISTRICT NO. 2. 


Summer Term, of 9 weeks, was taught by Miss Laura A. Clough 
of Bow. She had no experience in teaching, but her love for the 
work and devotion to it, won for her the affection and respect of her 
pupils ; good improvement was made by the scholars. But a little 
less of mirthfulness on the part of the teacher in school hours, would 
be suggestive of great improvement. 

Winter Term, of 8 weeks, was taught by Mr. Charles A. Moulton 
of Hopkinton, a young man of good attainments. Owing to the poor 
miserable school house in this district, the attendance on the part of 
the pupils has been very irregular, during the cold weather, thereby 
causing the school to come out rather slim, as but very little improve- 
ment was made during the winter. It is utterly impossible to have a 
first rate school in such a house during the winter season. There 
were but 7 scholars present at the close. Average attendance, Sum- 
mer, 15 ; Winter not given. 
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DISTRICT NO. 3. 


Summer Term of 7 weeks and Winter Term of 12 weeks, was 
taught by Miss Caroline A. Hadley of Bow. A young teacher 
without any experience in school teaching; but the Prudential com- 
mittee was so well satisfied at the expiration of the Summer term, 
that she was employed to teach the Winter school. The result has 
proved that the confidence of the committee was not misplaced. 
Good order and good progress have heen realized. Average attend- 
ance, Summer, 21; Winter, 21. 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


Summer Term was taught by Miss Laura A. Herrin of Suncook, 
and with commendable success; the progress made in the branches 
taught was very good indeed. 

Winter Term was taught by Miss Sarah I’. Doe of Pembroke. 
Not having any notice of the close of the school, the committee can 
make no report of the progress made during the Winter; and not 
having yet received the Register, I am unable to give the number of 
weeks or the average attendance of both the schools. 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 


Summer Term of 6 weeks, was taught by Miss Betsey Jane Upton 
of Bow. The order was good and the scholars appeared well. The 
closing examination showed a good degree of improyement in all the 
branches taught. 

Winter Term of 8 1-2 weeks, was taught by Miss Mary Jane 
Wheeler of Dunbarton, a teacher who has had considerable experience 
in teaching. I believe the parents are generally well satisfied with her 
government and method of instruction. Your committee at his 
several visits during the term was well pleased with the recitations 
and the general appearance of the school. ‘Too much praise cannot 
be bestowed upon Miss Wheeler for the faithfulness in which she dis- 
charged her several duties while teaching school during the past year, 
and your committee would recommend her as being a most excellent — 
teacher, and one well qualified to teach an advanced school. Average 
attendance, Summer, 8; Winter, 12. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 


Summer and Winter Term of 13 weeks was taught by Miss Helen 
P. Oolby ; appeared when visited by the committee, to have made a 
good beginning, but not having sufficient notice of its close, can make 
no report of its progress. Average attecdance, 12. , 


DISTRICT NO. 7. 


Summer Term of 10 weeks was kept by Miss Lizzie G.’ Kimball 
of Northfield, who had been employed a number of terms before in 
the same district, and her reputation as a teacher was a guarantee that 
the interest of the school was entrusted to safe hands. There seemed 
to be mutual confidence between teacher and pupils. The progress 
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and order were both satisfactory, and in fact your committee is of the 
opinion that she is one of the best practical teachers of the day. 

The Winter Term of 8 weeks was kept by Mr. Charles C. Lord of 
Hopkinton, a young man without any experience in teaching. Your 
committee cannot speak very highly of his success during the term, as 
but little, if any, improvement was made during the Winter. Aver- 
age attendance, Summer, 20 ; Winter, 20. 


DISTRICT NO. 8. 


Summer Term of 8 weeks was taught by Miss Lydia J. Morgan of 
Bow. This school was composed of small scholars and required but 
a little exertion on the part of the teacher to make her school com- 
mendable. ‘The teacher was not qualified to teach anything but pri- 
mary branches; not having any notice of the close of the school, your 
committee can make nofurther report. This district has very recently 
built a nice little school house, which reflects much credit upon its 
enterprise. 

' The Winter Term is now in session under the instruction of Mr. 
A. C. Grout, a teacher of considerable experience. The exercises at’ 
the commencement were highly interesting, and showed that the teach- 
er spared no efforts to have his scholars understand all that they went 
over. There is no donbt but what Mr. Groutis an able and excellent 
teacher, and tliat his present’ school can be safely called the model 
school of the town. Average attendance, Summer, 5. 


DISTRICT NO. 9. 


Summer Term of 5 weeks was kept by Miss Louisa H. Poor. This 
‘school was composed of small scholars. The teacher had a peculiar 
fitness for governing and instructing young children. The committee 
was well pleased to observe the order and quiet which prevailed, and 
by energy and efforts of the teacher, good improvement was made. 

__ Winter Term of 5 weeks was taught by Miss Clara R. Davis of 
Bow. Not having sufficient notice, I did not visit this school at the 
close of the term, but have understood that to the scholars and district, 
her efforts were pleasing and every way successful. Average attend- 
ance, Summer, 12 ; Winter not given. 


DISTRICT NO. 10. 


Summer Term of 8 weeks was under the instruction of Miss Lizzie 
G. Kimball, who fully sustained her former reputation as a school 
teacher, and succeeded very much to the satisfaction of the district. 
She was diligent and successful, and secured the best of order, and a 
high interest was kept up in the minds of her pupils. We need more 
such teachers. 

Winter Term of 12 weeks, is now in session, under the instruction 
of Miss Eliza J. Mills of Dunbarton. This school has been entirely 
broken up this winter fora number of weeks by the measles. Miss 
Mills is emphatically a good teacher, and will probably finish her 
school with complete success. Average attendance, Summer, 19; 
Winter about 12. 
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DISTRICT NO. 11. 


Summer Term of 9 weeks, and Winter Term of 10 weeks was 
taught by Miss Lucy A. Morgan of Bow, and from the progress of 
the school while under her charge, and the excellent condition in which 
she left it, I have no hesitation in pronouncing her a very successful | 
teacher. Average attendance, Summer, 12 ; Winter, 16. . | 


DISTRICT NO. 12. 


ES Summer Term was taught by Miss Sophia Smart of Hopkinton: 
The school appeared remarkably well for its quietness and good order: 
The kind feelings manifested by the scholars for their teacher, was & 
sure indication that she understood managing a school ; good improve- 
ment was made during the term, and more especially in readmg. Avv- 
erage attendance, Summer, 12. 

Winter Term is now in session, and under the instruction of Miss 
Mary E. Edmunds of Concord. The committee can make no report 
of the school, as no visit has been made by the committee during this 
term ; but should judge by the appearance of the teacher, that a eapi- 
tal school may be expected in this district the present session. 


DISTRICT NO. 13. 


The Summer Term of 9 weeks was kept by Miss Lueretia C. Put- 
ney. The order was good and the scholars appeared well. The elos- 
ing examination showed a good degree of improvement in all the 
branches taught. 

Winter Term of 9 weeks was kept by Mr. James KR. Corliss ef 
Bow, who manifested good judgment in the management and disei- 
pline of his school. This was Mr. Corliss’s first school, and, doubt- 
less, with experience, he will become a capital teacher. The progress 
in the studies was good, with the exception of the first class in spell 
ing, which was not very creditable to such large scholars. Average 
attendance, Summer not given; Winter, 14. . 


DISTRICT NO. 14. 


Summer and Winter Term of 17 weeks, taught by Miss Mary J. 
Wheeler, whose merits your committee has before spoken of. ‘This 
school was quite small in number and composed of small children. 
The committee was highly pleased with the recitations and order of the © 
school, and the faithful manner of imparting instruction and securing 
the good will of the children. Miss Wheeler is an excellent teacher, 
and should teach by all means a more advanced school. Average at 
tendance, 10.
